SECTION  “B” 

GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES. 

The  general  provision  of  health  services  remain  as  in  previous 

years. 

Welfare  Foods. 

The  W.V.S.  continue  to  give  most  valuable  assistance  distributing 
these  foods  to  the  general  public. 

Ambulance  Service. 

As  in  previous  years  a  highly  satisfactory  service,  which  pro¬ 
vides  a  24-hour  cover  for  the  whole  district,  is  provided  by  the  St.  John 
Ambulance  Brigade,  under  delegated  powers  from  the  Local  County 
Health  Authorities. 

Maternity  Accommodation. 

During  the  year  262  babies  were  born  in  the  Tavistock  Maternity 
Home  as  follows:

Fifty-four  per  cent  of  the  babies  born  in  the  Rural  district  were 
born  in  the  Tavistock  Maternity  Home. 

Mass  Radiography  Service. 

During  late  May  and  early  June  the  Mass  Radiography  Service 
visited  the  following  places  :  Milton  Abbot,  Lamertcnn,  Walkhampton, 
Grenofen  (Factory),  Lydford,  Princetown,Buckland  Monachorum,  Mary 
Tavy  and  Horrabridge.  A  total  of  900  people  visited  this  unit,  and  as 
a  result  one  new  case  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  was  uncovered. 
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SECTION  “C”. 


SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 

Water  Supply. 

The  water  supplies  of  the  Rural  District  are,  at  the  time  of  writing, 
apportioned  between  the  two  great  authorities,  the  North  Devon  Water 
Board  and  the  Plymouth  Corporation.  These  groups  are  rapidly  laying 
mains  and  providing  fresh  water  from  their  own  intakes,  which  in  view 
of  the  evidence  to  be  provided  immediately  is  a  most  desirable  and  nec¬ 
essary  achievement. 

It  is  not  proposed  in  this  report  to  enlarge  upon  the  work  in 
which  I  have  been  engaged  for  many  years,  as  members  of  the  Council 
are  aware  of  the  fact  that  I  have  been  diligently  pursuing  genesis  of 
cancer  in  this  area,  which  has  now  been  related  to  the  small  individual 
water  supplies  in  the  district.  This  work  has  been  published  and  is 
also  well  known  by  the  Ministry  of  Health,  so,  merely  for  record  pur¬ 
poses  I  quote  the  following  from  my  paper: 

“Certain  facts  support  the  hypothesis  that  cancer  in  this  area 
is  indissolubly  connected  with  water  supplies:  the  distribution  is  be¬ 
yond  dispute,  being  derived  from  the  actual  death  certificates;  the 
geological  formations  are  unquestionable;  and  the  visual  and  statistical 
evidence  for  the  distribution,  as  recorded  in  maps  and  tables,  cannot 
be  questioned 

(1)  Analysis  of  the  death  records  for  a  period  of  twenty  years 
shows  an  extraordinary  sporadic  distribution  of  cancer  in  West 
Devon. 

(2)  This  sporadic  distribution  is  restricted  to  the  highly  mineralised 
Devonian  stratum  and  does  not  appear  on  the  adjacent  carbon¬ 
iferous  or  granite  formations. 

(3)  Areas  of  very  high  and  very  low  incidence  of  the  disease  appear 
to  be  inextricably  related  to  their  water  supplies. 

(4)  There  may  be  cancer-provoking  ingredients  in  these  water  sup¬ 
plies  which  could  be  isolated  by  micro-chemical  examination.” 

A  great  deal  of  interest  has  been  taken  in  this  work  both  on  a 

local  and  on  an  international  scale,  and  I  am  very  happy  to  report  that 
at  the  moment  arrangements  are  being  made  for  a  whole-scale  research 
to  endeavour  to  discover  what  may  be  described  as  a  fundamental  cause 
of  this  universal  disease. 


Mr,  Young,  District  Engineer  to  the  North  Devon  Water  Board 
has  submitted  the  following  report  on  progress  in  your  district  during 
the  year: 

“The  whole  of  the  water  supplying  the  northern  part  of  the 
Tavistock  Rural  District  is  from  the  Board’s  works  at  Prewley. 

“Supplies  were  maintained  at  Bere  Alston  Reservoir,  and  a  satis¬ 
factory  purity  of  supply  was  constant  through  the  year. 

“Regular  maintenance  was  given  to  hand  pumps  at  Weir  Quay, 
Horsebridge  and  Sydenham  Damarel. 

“The  new  one  million  gallon  reservoir  at  Brentor  is  now  in  service 
and  the  trunk  main  to  Kilworthy  reservoir  complete. 
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“The  Whitchurch  Down  reservoir  is  now  able  to  supply  that  part  of 
the  village  of  Horrabridge  north  of  the  River  Walkham,  following  the 
completion  of  the  Whitchurch  to  Grenofen  main. 

“On  completion  of  \the  6-inch  high  pressure  main  from  Kil'worthy 
to  Whitchurch,  supply  can  be  made  beyond  Horrabridge,  thus  rendering 
the  gathering  area  of  Watery  Ford  redundant. 

“Waste  detection  and  replacement  of  old  services  are  being  carried 
out  on  an  increasing  scale”. 


The  quality  and  quantity  of  the  mains  water  supply  as  adminis¬ 
tered  by  the  North  Devon  Water  Board  and  the  Plymouth  Corporation 
respectively  has  been  satisfactory  with  the  infrequent  exception  of  some 
small  groups  of  properties  at  the  extremities  of  the  Rural  Council’s 
old  mains  which  have  not  yet  been  sufficiently  flushed  out  and  cleaned. 

Several  small  villages  and  hamlets  in  the  area  are  still  draw¬ 
ing  their  water  supplies  from  local  wells  and  springs,  but  it  is  hoped 
that  the  North  Devon  Water  Board  will  find  it  economically  possible 
to  extend  their  mains  services  to  these  areas  during  the  next  few  years. 
Public  Health  Inspectors  continue  to  take  samples  from  private  supplies 
and  during  this  year  23  samples  of  water  were  taken,  9  of  which  re¬ 
ceived  adverse  reports. 

A  comprehensive  table,  showing  in  detail  the  various  supplies  in  the 
whole  of  the  Rural  Area  is  attached  to  the  inner  back  cover  of  this  report, 
and  has  been  prepared  in  accordance  with  the  instructions  of  the  Ministry 
of  Health.  This  table  tabulates  the  individual  method  of  water  service 
to  each  of  the  areas’  twenty-five  Parishes. 


Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

Progress  can  be  seen  in  the  preparation  of  the  proposed  sewerage 
schemes  at  Mary  Tavy,  Bere  Alston,  Sydenham  Damarel  and  Lewdown. 
The  implementation  of  these  schemes  is  rapidly  becoming  belated. 

Thej  Mary  Tavy  scheme  has  now  reached  the  stage  of  preparing 
drawings  and  specifications  for  tender.  The  Sydenham  Damarel  scheme 
has  been  submitted  to  the  Ministry,  but  will  await  the  laying  of  water 
mains  by  the  North  Devon  Water  Board.  The  Bere  Alston  scheme 
awaits  a  diversion  of  a  public  footpath  and  the  Lewdown  scheme  is  in 
the  preliminary  stages. 

Sewerage  Works  maintenance  continues  to  be  carried  out  by  the 
Council’s  direct  labour  staff  with  structural  maintenance  by  Contractor. 

The  Pollution  Prevention  Officers  of  the  Devon  and  Cornwall 
River  Boards  have  continued  their  vigilance  and  have  taken  frequent 
samples  of  effluent  from  the  various  sewage  disposal  works,  the  major¬ 
ity  receiving  a  very  satisfactory  report. 

It  is  noted  that  the  continued  growth  of  the  villages  of  Lifton, 
Bere  Alston,  Horrabridge,  Buckland  Monachorum,  Yelverton  and  Crap- 
stone,  places  an  increasing  strain  on  sewage  disposal  works  which  were 
originally  designed  to  handle  perhaps  half  of  their  present  load. 

Due  to  the  breakdown  of  a  non-return  flap  valve  to  the  marsh 
at  Bere  Ferrers,  the  stream  flowing  from  the  marsh,  which  formerly 
had  been  used  to  carry  away  the  effluent  from  the  tidal  outfall  to  the 
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sewer  became  diverted.  The  Council’s  Consulting  Engineers  were  en¬ 
gaged  and  subsequently  the  bed  of  the  original  stream  was  re-excavated 
and  the  banks  consolidated  by  piling. 

Refuse  Collection. 

Refuse  collection  and  disposal  is  carried  out  by  the  Council's 
direct  labour  staff,  with  the  two  collection  vehicles  now  aged  nine  and 
five  years  respectively.  Due  to  an  increase  in  prosperity  in  the  Rural 
District,  the  amount  of  refuse  set  out  for  collection  is  markedly  heavier, 
and  the  number  of  premises  requesting  collection  much  greater.  This  is 
also  related  to  the  implementation  of  the  new  Food  Regulations  wherein 
the  retailers  are  called  upon  to  see  that  all  food  for  immediate  consump¬ 
tion  is  properly  protected  by  wrapping,  etc.  These  sections  are  being 
so  construed  that  practically  everything  is  being  smothered  in  news¬ 
paper,  even  an  honest  cabbage,  so  that  the  quantity  of  household  waste 
is  becoming  embarrassing  both  to  the  local  authority  and  to  the  house¬ 
holder.  A  little  remedial  education  might  serve  a  useful  purpose  here. 

The  Council  will,  in  the  near  future,  have  to  consider  the  renewal 
of  af  least  one  vehicle,  and  a  possible  increase  in  the  refuse  collection 
fleet. 

Public  Conveniences. 

Vandalism  continues  to  be  the  highest  item  of  expenditure  on  the 
maintenance  of  Public  Conveniences. 

Regular  cleansing  is  carried  out  by  the  Council’s  part-time  and 
full-time  staff.  *

SECTION  “D”. 


HOUSING. 


The  year  1960  saw  the  completion  of  twelve  houses  at  Cross  Park 
Estate,  Buckland  Monachorum,  and  sixteen  houses  and  bungalows  at 
Fillace  Park,  Horrabridge. 

The  greater  part  of  the  Hutments  at  Stokehill  and  Pound  Field, 
Crapstone,  were  vacated  and  the  tenants  absorbed  into  the  Buckland 
and  Horrabridge  Estates. 

Five  derelict  cottages  in  Cornwall  Street  and  two  in  Tuckermarsh 
Lane,  Bere  Alston,  were  demolished  by  Contractor,  following  open  tender, 
preparatory  to  the  re-development  of  the  sites. 

Private  enterprise  produced  20  houses  during  the  year. 

During  the  course  of  the  year  18  applications  for  Discretionary 
Grant  were  considered,  and  works  valued  at  £3,121  were  approved  from 
Grant-aid  towards  a  total  value  of  works  in  excess  of  twice  this  figure. 

Applications  were  considered  for  Standard  Grants  for  24  proper¬ 
ties,  the  Council  offering  a  moiety  totalling  £2,375-4s.-3d.  towards  the 
cost  of  providing  20  baths  or  showers,  20  wash-hand  basins,  22  hot  water 
supplies,  14  water  closets  and  14  food  stores. 

Applications  for  loans  to  purchase  private  houses  under  the  Small 
Dwellings  Acquisition  Act  were  received,  and  after  obtaining  valuation 
reports  seven  applications  were  approved  by  the  Council. 

Action  was  taken  in  respect  of  one  individually  unfit  house.

Tuberculosis. 

During  the  year  one  death  from  Tuberculosis  was  recorded  and 
eight  new  cases  were  admitted  to  the  Register — seven  Pulmonary  and 
one  Non-Pulmonary  in  origin.
